Oath/Declaration

Claim 5 is objected to under 37 CFR 1.75(c), as being of improper dependent form for 
failing to further limit the subject matter of a previous claim. Applicant is required to cancel the 
claim(s), or amend the claim(s) to place the claim(s) in proper dependent form, or rewrite the 
claim(s) in independent form. 

Claims 4-10 are objected to under 37 CFR 1.75(c) as being in improper form because a 
multiple dependent claim 3. See MPEP § 608.01(n). Accordingly, the claims 4-10 have not 
been further treated on the merit. 



Claim Objections 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 



The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 



The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and 
distinctly claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 
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Claims 1-10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

The claims are generally narrative and indefinite, failing to conform with current U.S. 
practice. They appear to be a literal translation into English from a foreign document and are 
replete with grammatical and idiomatic errors. 

Claim 1, line 1, recites "An enclosure for an electronic device having an electronic 
circuit board for suppressing emissions from a connection means extending from the electronic 
circuit board". An enclosure does not include an electronic device, circuit board, or connection 
means. However, claim 8 recites "the cormection means comprises at least one solder tab". 
Claim 9 recites "the electronic circuit board is operable at RF frequency**. This confiises the 
scope of the claim. 

Claims 2-4 line 2, "the frame portion" lacks antecedent basis. 

Claim 7, lines 3-4, the phrase "or the Hke" renders the claim(s) indefinite because the 
claim(s) include(s) elements not actually disclosed (those encompassed by "or the like"), thereby 
rendering the scope of the claim(s) unascertainable. See MPEP § 2173.05(d). 

Claims 1-10 are not addressed over prior art because of 35 USC 112 problems. 

Claims 5, 6, 8-10 are included because of their dependencies.
